According. to Mayor Ray Toft, the cost of 
research, engineers and legal fees for in- 
vestigating the current HOD landfill t site, in 
connection with the plan of Waste 
Management, Inc. for closing that and 
opening ah additional 36 acre one next to it, 
already amounts to $20,000. 

The disposal company had said that it 



would pay any costs thus incurred at one of 
the early meetings on the subject. The- 
question as to will they, and do they have to 
pay that bill especially now that Waste 
Management has deferred the annexation 
petition and are going to the county Wed- 
nesday, April 14, still remains. 

"If Waste Management doesn't pay for the 
investigation, I guess it'll have to come out of 
the budget, "Toft said. 

Even though it has deferred its request for 
the annexation of that site to the village of 
Antioch by letter last week, the disposal com- 
pany has not crossed off the annexation 
altogether, saying they they still want to be 
part of the village, but only* if the! village 
wants the landfill. "Tj 

Tom Volini, Waste Management's legal 
representative, said that the time element, 
plus the evident controversy its annexation 
proposal had caused, had moved the disposal 
company to go forward'with its plans by 
going to the cbuntyV 

Al Little and the committee appointed by 
Toft to investigate the present landfill site 
are expected to make a report and a recom- 
mendation to the village board at the com- 
mittee meeting slated for Monday, April 12. 

The committee was originally slated to. do 
this on April 8 before the Antioch Planning 
Commission. This was canceled when the 
notification of the petition deferrment was 
received. 

According to Toft- the village board will 
hear, the committee's^ reporL.and_ recom- 
mendation and then the whole thing will 
probably be put on hold until more is heard 
* from the disposal company. 



"they have to file for Senate Bill 172 usage 
with the county for the 60 acres that are in 
the township and then come back to the

With the county filing slated for April 14;
